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6.— DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  has  been  continued  at  the  four 
different  centres  as  before,  attendances  being  once  per 
month  at  each  centre.  1256  separate  injections  were 
given  at  the  clinics. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  have  been  visited 
during  the  year,  825  children  received  injections, 
the  majority  of  these  being  ‘boosting’  doses. 

The  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  have  been 
very  helpful  in  encouraging  parents  to  take  advantage 
of  the  service  and  I think  it  well  to  continue  the 
existing  arrangements. 

RODENT  AND  MOSQUITO  CONTROL. 

The  spell  of  warm  weather  in  March  gave  the 
mosquitoes  a flying  start  and  we  had  greater  numbers, 
especially  in  the  Hessle  area,  than  for  several  years. 
Specimens  captured  and  sent  to  the  Mosquito  Control 
Headquarters  at  Epsom  led  to  the  identification  of 
two  species,  one  a breeder  in  fresh  water  and  one  a 
breeder  in  brackish  water — the  latter  having  the 
greater  nuisance  value.  Fortunately,  one  large  pond 
on  the  land  adjoining  the  foreshore,  which  was  a 
breeding  ground  has  been  nearly  filled  in,  and  this, 
assisted  by  earlier  spraying  of  all  ponds  and  water 
courses  in  the  whole  area  will,  I hope,  reduce 
complaints  to  a minimum. 

The  rat  catcher  has  been  fully  employed  through- 
out the  year. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  has  been  well  maintained  and  there 
is  little  to  add  to  previous  reports. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  works  belonging  to 
the  Hull  Corporation  which  are  situate  in  the  Haltem- 
price  area  and  is  distributed  by  pipes  to  98o/o  of  the 
houses  in  the  district.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at 
the  various  pumping  stations. 
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Routine  samples  were  taken  at  various  points 
in  the  district  through  the  year  and  in  each  case  the 
report  was  ‘highly  satisfactory.’ 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  the  piped  water 
supplies,  several  samples  were  taken  from  private 
pumps  in  the  area.  Seven  separate  .premises  were 
examined,  and  at  three  of  those  places  the  water 
supply  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate 
steps  were  taken  in  these  cases. 

9.— HOUSING. 

This  counts  as  one  of  the  chief  duties,  and 
worries,  of  the  Council,  the  number  of  listed 
applicants  for  houses  being  approximately  3,000. 
Considerable  numbers  of  applicants  are  from  Hull. 

Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  hostel  camps  at 
Carr  Lane,  Willerby,  and  Priory  Road,  Cottingham, 
which  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Council  recently, 
while  the  old  military  camp  at  Tranby  Park,  Hessle, 
still  offers  some  shelter  to  its  hardy  residents. 

During  the  year  150  houses  were  completed  by 
the  local  Authority  and  41  by  private  enterprise. 
A further  130  houses  were  in  course  of  construction 
by  the  Council  and  24  by  private  builders. 

There  are  still  far  too  many  houses  being  shared 
between  two  families,  many  being  recently  married 
people  with  young  children  living  with  old  people. 
The  old  people  cannot  stand  the  restless  crying 
children  who,  in  their  turn,  resent  the  interference 
of  the  elders — the  result  being  mutual  discord  land 
discomfort. 

There  is  great  need  for  consideration  for  the 
old  people  who  fall  into  two  categories — old  and 
infirm  with  no-one  to  look  after  them  ; and  old  and 
ill  with  some  form  of  chronic  disease,  and  in  need 
of  indoor  hospital  treatment.  The  waiting  list  always 
appears  to  be  a long  one. 

A few  outfits  on  the  lines  of  a Convalescent 
Home  scattered  about  the  country  would  be  of  in- 
estimable value — although  I fear  the  time  is  not  yet. 
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10.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Engineer  for 
the  detail  of  the  report  under  this  heading. 

During  the  year  1950 — 1951  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  keep  the  existing  sewerage  system 
functioning,  with  the  minimum  of  nuisance,  under 
conditions  of  serious  surcharge  during  heavy  storms, 
and  these  efforts  have  not  been  without  success.  It 
has  also  been  possible,  by  careful  analysis  of  the 
drainage  system,  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  for 
further  housing  development  in  the  Urban  District 
without  unduly  aggravating  the  existing  conditions. 

Progress  of  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme. 

Contracts  have  now  been  let  for  the  supply  of 
the  pumping  machinery,  electric  motors,  transformers, 
switch-gear,  stand-by  Diesel  engines  and  screening 
equipment  for  the  West  Hull  and  Haltemprice  Joint 
Pumping  Station,  and  delivery  is  anticipated  during 
1952  and  1953.  Contracts  have  also  been  let  for 
the  sub-structure  of  the  Joint  Pumping  Station, 
and  for  the  Joint  Outfall  Sewer  which  will  convey 
the  sewage  from  the  Pumping  Station  to  the  River 
Humber.  Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
construction  of  the  Joint  Outfall  Sewer,  and  this 
work  is  now  well  advanced.  The  Pumping  Station 
substructure  is  scheduled  for  completion  early  in 
1953,  but  an  acute  shortage  of  steel  threatens  to 
delay  the  progress  of  this  work. 

The  Contract  for  the  Joint  Western  Trunk  Sewer 
from  the  Pumping  Station  to  First  Lane,  Hessle, 
is  being  negotiated,  and  permission  is  being  sought 
from  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning 
to  advertise  Contracts  for  the  Joint  Northern  Trunk 
Sewer,  which  will  take  the  drainage  of  the  greater 
part  of  West  Hull,  together  with  that  of  Cottingham. 

The  internal  drainage  of  the  Urban  District  is 
being  closely  synchronised  with  the  progress  of  the 
Joint  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  and  the  detailed 
design  of  the  main  trunk  sewer  linking  Anlaby  with 
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Hessle  is  now  in  hand.  The  construction  of  this 
proposed  sewer,  together  with  the  completion  of  the 
works  in  progress  on  the  Joint  Scheme,  would  make 
possible  further  development  in  the  Central  Areas 
of  Haltemprice,  and  also  relieve  to  some  extent 
the  serious  surcharging  of  the  existing  sewers  in 
Hessle  and  Anlaby. 

Dun  swell  Sewerage . 

A submission  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  early  in  1949  for  a Joint  Sewerage  scheme, 
with  Beverley  R.D.C.  but,  as  yet,  no  decision  has 
been  reached  on  the  proposals.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1950. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Haltemprice. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my 
second  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  carried  out  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  section  of  the  Health 
Department. 

At  the  end  of  February,  1950,  the  lease  held 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  Jackson’s  slaughterhouse, 
Inglemire  Lane,  Cottingham,  expired,  and,  at  the 
request  of  the  owners,  the  Ministry  agreed  to  release 
the  premises.  A distribution  depot  was  set  up  in 
Cottingham,  which  received  its  supplies  from  the 
Hull  slaughterhouses. 

Although  a considerable  number  of  new  houses 
were  completed  during  the  year,  the  need  for  more 
and  more  new  accommodation  continues.  Whilst  it 
is  obvious  that  the  majority  of  the  labour  and 
materials  must  go  to  meet  this  need,  I feel  that  more 
attention  should  now  be  given  to  those  persons  who 
for  years  have  been  living  in  most  unsuitable 
conditions.  As  you  know,  we  have  taken  the  ap- 
propriate action  in  some  of  our  worst  cases  when  the 
houses  have  become  empty,  but  this  has  resulted  in 
isolated  action  only,  and  many  cases  remain. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the  model 
bye-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  for  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  food  and  Sale  of  Food 
in  the  open  air.  It  is  a pity  that  paper  shortages 
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should  once  more  have  occurred,  as  they  must  ob- 
viously prevent  the  Minister  carrying  out  his  promise 
to  review  the  situation  as  far  as  compulsory  wrapping 
is  concerned.  Even  today,  however,  the  public  hold 
the  key  to  the  problem.  If  the  housewife  would 
insist  on  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  in  and  around 
the  food  she  buys,  the  problem  would  be  solved  far 
more  easily. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for 
the  consideration  given  to  the  work  and  problems  of 
the  Department,  Dr.  Hermon  for  his  unfailing  help, 
and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyalty.

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS  CARRIED  OUT. 

The  difficulties  met  with  in  obtaining  main- 
tenance repairs  all  seem  to  originate  in  the  ever  rising 
cost  of  materials.  There  is  no  doubt  that  with  the 
fixed  rents  some  hardship  is  being  felt  by  owners, 
especially  of  the  older  types  of  houses  which  now 
need  more  or  less  constant  attention  in  order  to  pre- 
vent them  becoming  completely  uninhabitable. 

Another  small  number  of  pail  and  privy  closets 
were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during 
the  year.  This  leaves  only  those  houses  which  are 
incapable  of  conversion,  or  are  so  old  that  the  con- 
version would  present  an  unreasonable  charge  on  the 
houses.

Sampling  has  been  continued  at  the  farms  in  the 
area  and  samples  have  also  been  taken  from  distribu- 
tors in  the  district.  29  such  samples  were  taken. 
Of  these,  1 (proved  positive  for  tuberculosis  and  one 
showed  the  presence  of  the  Brucella  Abortus 
organism.  In  both  cases,  orders  were  made  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  requiring  the  milk  to  be 
heat  treated  until  the  supply  proved  clear. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  figures  given  below  are  for  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  only,  as  the  slaughterhouse  closed 
down  after  that  date.  Application  has  been  made 
by  the  Council  to  the  Ministries  concerned,  asking 
that  this  area  should  be  considered  as  suitable  for 
the  provision  of  a Public  Slaughterhouse  when  future 
plans  are  made  for  slaughtering.
